This was given as 
an opportunity to secure a roadway 
over the railway right of way.

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Some Facts About Coal 

Many people, observing the apparently endless 
labor troubles that beset the soft coal indiislr>*. may 
have come to the conchision that the miners arc an 
overworked lot, laboring long hours at starvation 
wages. 

So some facts recently released by the National 
Coal Association arc deservini; of wide-spread recogni- 
tion. 

In Atignst, the average weekly earnings of bitum- 
inous coal miners was S62.37— a higher average weekly 
earnings figure than reported by any other industr>- in 
the United States. It was 161.18 per cent higher than 
in 1039. 

The rise in the cost of living between 1939 and 
August, 1946. on the other hand, was 44.6 per cent, ac- 
cording to the Bureau of Labor Statistics. 

The coal miners' hourly earnings in .August aver- 
aged S1.467— an increase of 65.8 per cent over 1941. So, 
whether wages arc figured on a weekly or an hourly 
basis, it is apparent that they have far outrun rises 
in the cost of living. 

It has been said that the miners must work a 54- 
hour week— because some mines work si-x days a week 
some weeks. But vcrj- few miners work all of the six 
days. In June, for example, for which government fi- 
gures are available, the average work week was 42.9 
hours. 

Again, one hour of the nine-hour work day is 
spent, theoretically at least, in traveling back and forth

Worthy of Note 

The following Item recently appeared in the Com- 
munity Reporter of Mounty Airy, Maryland: "In this 
day of constantly rising prices, to suggest that a com- 
modity is cheaper now than it was two or four years 
ago would give rise to skepticism. 

"But it's true .A commercial user of current in 
this area, in Oclobcr, 1946, for 120 kwh paid a not fig- 
ure of S5.25, 

"For that same amount of current in September, 
1944, he paid a net of S3.60. 

"It's certainly worthy of note — a commodity 
which costs less now than U did two years ago." 

This is not an isolated, local example. Mount 
Airy is served by a regulated, heavily-taxed private util- 
ity company which has simply followed the general 
national trend in reducing its rates. In all parts of the 
nation where the business-managed utilities operate, 
rates have cither tended downward, or have remained 
stabilized at the levels of years ago. 

The utilities must pay the higher wages and ma- 
terial costs of today, just as do all industries. They are 
subject to the same increases in taxes that came dur- 
ing the war years. The remarkable record they have 
made in reducing costs to the con.sumer has been the 
result of steadily increased operating cfficeincy, cou- 
pled with a rise in demand for service.

Anlioch, lUinoii 
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Make Element That 
Splits Like Uranium 

Hain't Potency o( That Used for 
Warfare. 



BERKELEY, CALIF. — Alnmlc 
ovens con produce another chemical 
element which splits liltc urnniiim 
238 and plutonium. Dr. Glenn T. 
Seaborg, nuclear research nuthorlly, 
disclosed. 

The recently discovered subslnncf 
la neptunium 237, an Isolopu or 
chemical twin of neptunium 2^0. 
the clement which automatically 
changes Into the ptutonium used in 
Btom bombs. 

Dr. Seaborg, a University of Cnli- 
fornia chemist, made his report in 
a paper prepared for delivery at a 
aectional meclinfj of American 
Chemical society. 

Although neptunium 237, when 
bombarded with slow neutrons, un- 
dergoes fission as docs U-235 and 
Plutonium 235, the number of atoms 
which will split in any given quan- 
tity of the chemical is so low that It 
could not be used in atomic bombs, 
Seaborg said. 

He. made no reference to the 
amount of energy released In the 
fission of neptunium 237, U-235 and 
Plutonium atoms release energies of 
about 200 million volts, which gives 
them their destructive power. 

However, he termed the new fis- 
sion discovery "very interesting'* 
from the scientiflc standpoint and 
said that 100 milligrams, about one 
three-hundredth of an ounce, had 
been made for special chemical 
studies. 

The first neptunium 237 was pro* 
duced more than o year ago In tlie 
tiniversity's 225-inch cyclotron by 
Dr. Seaborg and Arthur C. Wahl. 
Seaborg said it now Is a byproduct 
of plutonium production at Clinton, 
Tenn., and Hanford, Wash. 

Dr. Seaborg also reported discov- 
ery of a new Isotope of plutonium 
with an atomic weight of 241. Up 
to now only one form of the sub> 
stance, the powerful U'239, has been 
revealed publicly. 

Seaborg did not report any details 
of plutonium 241 except to say that 
it was produced by bombarding the 
most common type of uranium, 
U-238, with alpha particles. 

"They are the heaviest atom- 
smashing projectiles ordinarily used 
by the cyclotron." 




Dirwtlvt Is Draftad 

To Put End to NazHsm 

BERLIN. — Uniform laws to 
punish wor crimes and root out 
Naziism, decreeing death for 
some oJTcnders, wiU blanket all 
Germany under a new directive 
"of the Allied control council's co- 
ordinating committee. 

This directive sets up a com- 
mon policy for "the punishment 
of war criminals, Nazis, militar- 
ists" and pro-Nazi industrialists; 
"the complete and lasting de- 
struction of Naziism and militar- 
ism," and the internment or sur- 
veillance of Germans considered 
dangerous to Allied purposes. 

Military commanders of the re- 
spective occupation zones — 
American, British, French and 
Russian — who themselves make 
up the control council, are to put 
the directive into effect. 



>46 Wliiat Crop Reported 

As Largest Since 1940 

WASHINGTON. — Agriculture dc- 
psrtment reported that this year's 
world wheat crop will be the 
largest since 19-tO, further easing 
ffsrs of another mass famine this 
winter and next spring. 

It said production will total about 
B,87S,000,000 bushels compared with 
only 5,150,000,000 last year when 
much of the world skimped along 
on short rations. This compares 
with a prewar average of 5,014,- 
000,000 bushels. 

Although the optimistic prediction 
apparently eased any threat of 
niHS starvation, the department 
•mphasized that every one In the 
world won't have as much to eat 
iu be wants.

Tho Bwlna raiser who wants to pro- 
tect his future profits, should there- 
fore tako (Icclslvo steps to atop bni- 
c^lloats, If It is already in hia herd; or 
to prevent Its entering If the herd 
la still clean. 

Two plans of swlno brucellosis con- 
trol aro generally recommended by 
veterinarians. First, tho herd should 
bt blood-tcatccl, to dctermlno whcthui 
brucelloals Is present. If tho herd is 
& commercial one, and brucctlonls Ic 
found, It Is recommended that the 
entire breeding stock be sent to 
slaughter, and that tlio owner start 
oul with fresh, clean stock. If th' 
herd is pure-bred, where tho ownei 
wants to preserve breeding lines, thci 
the breeding animals should be seg 
regated. Pigs from the infected sowi 
should be weaned and placed on clean 
ground, end periodic bloml tests giver 
"to weed out tho Infected animals and 
keep tho test of the. young stod 
clean. 

Unllko cattle brucellosis, swim 
brucelloals Is a HERD disease, rather 
than a disease of individuals. There- 
fore, herd control measures and herd 
blood tesUng at periodic Intcrvala, 
seem to bo tJio best safety measure; 
available to date.
